TWO REMARKABLE ESCAPES. 


Graphic Account of the Wanderings 
of the Condemned Ma n While 
He Was at Liberty.

SL .Joseph, Mo.. March 11.—Mark 
Du n n , who killed Alfred Fen ton , 
a 
wealthy y ou n g farmtu * of Ru shv ille, 
Bu chan an cou n ty , .Ju ly 20. 19 02, an d 
who escaped from the jail here early 
last Mon d ay morn in g, on ly to be re­ 
captu red Wed n esd ay n ight an d again 
effected his escape, bu t was recap- 
tTired a few hou rs later, was han ged 
here tod ay . 
Du n n was critically ill with pn eu ­ 
mon ia w^hen taken in cu stod y the sec­ 
on d time, an d an effort was mad e to 
obtain for him a stay of ex ecu tion , bu t 
to n o pu rpose. 
Two of the mu rd ered man ’s broth­ 
ers arriv ed here last n ight, an d gav e 
it ou t that Du n n wou ld be killed if the 
ex ecu tion d id n ot take place tod ay , bu t 
their word s had n o terror for the con ­ 
d emn ed man , who an n ou n ced that he 
was prepared to take his med icin e, .be 
it what it might. 


In his cell, tu cked an d warmed be­ 
tween sev eral heav y blan kets, within 
liv e min u tes after his retu rn to the 
jail, Mark Du n n tolc* a reporter the 
story of his wan d erin gs sin ce his es­ 
cape early Mon d ay morn in g, the on ly 
au then tic accou n t he has giv en an y 
on e. He frequ en tly was forced to stop 
from sheer weakn ess, bu t told his ex - 
lierien ces in an in telligible an d con ­ 
n ected man n er. 
“I d id n ’t stay in the jail office fiv e 
min u tes after lockin g the boy s in the 
cage the morn in g of my escape," he 
said . 
‘T chan ged 
my 
min d . 
The 
thou ght came to me like this: Tf y ou 
can get away from here withou t trou ­ 
ble, withou t 
killin g an y on e, 
d o it. 
You ’v e got a clear road n ow. No u se 
to kill an y bod y .’ I took the W in ches­ 
te r riot gu n becau se I wan ted it in 
case blood hotin d s cau ght u p with me. 
“I wen t ou t the sou th d oor of the 
jail, arou n d the office part an d d own 
the ston e steps on the east sid e. 
I 
proceed ed west on the sou th sid e of 
Faraó n street to Fou rth street, 
an d 
Then wen t n orth on the east sid e of 
Fou rth to the Chicago Great W estern 
tracks. I d id n ot go to Third an d Far­ 
aó n , n or was an y on e waitin g for me 
There. 
The blood hou n d s mu st hav e 
been mistaken . On the railroad track, 
I kept to it throu gh the Great W estern 
y ard s to the secon d or third brid ge, 
I do n’t kno w which. Thep I cut a cro ss 
The fields east, n early rea ching the 
On e-Himd red -an d -Two riv er 
before I 
tho ught it to o light to tra v el. 
‘T was tired an d hu n gry an d sick. 
I was sick when I left, an d had been 
for a mon th. A man who stan d s it a 
cou ple of y ears in this hole is abou t 
read y to go u p the riv er, an y way . 
I 
had eaten a hearty meal Su n d ay n ight 
before leav in g, bu t felt the n eed of 
more an d 
better food . 
I 
followed 
some little creek from the railroad 
tracks to the riv er, hid in g in the bru sh 
alon g the creek Mon d ay . 
“When d arkn ess came on Mon d ay 
n ight, I con tin u ed my way to the riv er 
an d abou t 7 o’clock stopped at a farm 
hou se for su pper. I had a good , old - 
fashion ed cou n try su pper 
an d 
felt 
mu ch refreshed . I gav e the farm er a 
qu arter. 
I d on ’t thin k ho su spected 
me. I then trav eled all n ight, walkin g 
u n til I was footsore an d heartweary . 
I walked u p as far as Av en u e City , 
an d then got mix ed an d came back al­ 
most to St. Joseph. I spen t Tu esd ay 
in the wood s somewhere ou t in the v i­ 
cin ity of the cou n ty poor farm. 
Not 
a thin g passed my lips all d ay . 
I 
bu ilt a fire an d tried to sleep, bu t 
cou ld n ’t get mu ch rest. 
’’T hat n ight I took on e of the road s 


past the poor farm, an d thi‘n striiok 
the railroad tracks, goin g toward Sa 
v an u ah. 
I passed 
a n egro 
oii the 
track, who said he was from Tex as 
When he said that I said to my self 
“This fellow d on ’t cu t n n ieh ice,’ an d 
was 
n ot 
frighten ed . 
I 
wan d eret 
arou n d the cou n try , aimin g for Rosen - 
d ale, where by sister-in -law—Estico 
an d I married sisters—resid es, grow­ 
in g weaker all the time. When I got 
to the Rhoad es farm I d on ’t believ e I 
d ou ld hav e gon e a hu n d red feet fu r­ 
ther. I kn ew it wou ld be all u p with 
me if I wen t in there, bu t I was a 
gon er an y way , an d cou ld n ’t con tin u e 
the jou rn ey , althou gh it was on ly a 
mile or two to shelter, the on ly place 
I kn ew where I cou ld go in th -* con d i­ 
tion I was. 
“Relativ es are n o people to ask for 
shelter when y ou are in trou ble like I 
was in . I was n ot on ly a fu gitiv e, bu t 
was sick. 
Bu t su ch is life; I am n ot 
kickin g."

Democratic May oralty Prima- 
ries’ Result. 


A HOT FIGHT IN KANSAS CITY 


There Is Talk That Shelley, Defeated 
Candidate, May Make Race 
Independently. 


The d emocratic city primaries were 
held in Kan sas City y esterd ay , an d 
resu lted in on e of the fiercest political 
battles ev er waged in that city . 
The may oralty can d id ates were W. 
T. Kemper, who had the backin g of 
the Reed ad min istration , an d George 
M. Shelley , who was backed by the 
Shan n on an d cou rt hou se faction of 
the local d emocracy . 
The polls remain ed open u n til 
8 
o’clock, an d retu rn s were slow in com­ 
in g in , bu t it was kn own before mid ­ 
n ight that Kemper had won ov er Shel­ 
ley by an ov erwhelmin g majority . 
The d ay was an id eal on e for an 
election , an d when the polls open ed 
both sid es tu rn ed ou t in force. 
The 
fact that a strike of cabmen in on ham­ 
pered both sid es, an d au tomobiles, 
priv ate carriages an d all sorts of v en i- 
cles were called in to u se. 
In an ticipation of trou ble, the police 
tu rn ed ou t in force to gu ard the polls, 
n spite of all precau tion s, the d ay 
was characterized by a great d eal of 
fightin g, on e or two shootin g scrapes 
an d more “rou gh talk" than in an y 
election in y ears. 
A gan g of alleged repeaters operat­ 
ed in sev eral of the ward s, an d the 
police mad e a n u mber of arrests. Sher­ 
iff John Gild ay , a Shan n on .striker, 
tried to shoot a man he su spected of 
repeatin g, bu t his v ery bad aim pre­ 
v en ted him from perpetratin g a kill­ 
in g. 
As it w^as he d rov e ev ery bod y 
ou t of the election booth at Tw'elfth 
an d Oliv e streets by reckless firin g. 
The resu lt mean s that Kemper an d 
J. H. Netf, repu blican , will be the op­ 
posin g can d id ates. 
Kemper recen tly 
resign ed as police commission er. 
He 
is a member of the board of trad e an d 
a heav y property own er. 
There is talk that Shelley may ru n 
as an in d epen d en t can d id ate.

They Have No Right, However, the 


Judge Says, to Prevent Others
